They will operate from Guernsey as MU/OT9Z until 20 July with 
side-trips to Sark on 17 July, Alderney on 18 July and Herm on 19 July. This will be 
followed by an operation from Jersey from 20 — 26 July using MJ/OT9Z. Finally they 
will travel to the French Island of Chausey, IOTA EU-039, where they will sign 
F/OT9Z. While on Chausey they will team up with the TM7T group to take part in the 
IOTA Contest on 28/29 July. 


Bob W5UQ and Bill W5SJ will be QRV from the Caribbean island of Montserrat as 
VP2MUQ and VP2MSJ respectively from 17 — 24 July. They will focus on 30, 17 and 
12m mainly CW.
